THURSTON COMPLICATES MATTERS 


He Spoke ‘Too Soon, and Has Put the Ad- 
ministrition at Washington ina 
Bad Humor with Him. 


San Francisco, Cal., November —The 
steamer China, which left Honolulu No- 
velnber 7th, arrived in port this muorbing,. 
Her otlicers report that all was quict when 
they left. ‘The steamer left Hlonoluw on 
the 7th instant, making the trip in five days, 
fourteen" hours aud twenty minutes, which 
is the fastest time ever made between Hono- 
lulu and San Francisco. Among her pas- 
sengers is Admiral Skerrett, who was re- 
lieved at Honolulu by Rear Admiral Irwin. 

Miuister Albert S. Willis arrived on the 
4th. Minister Willis was tu present his 
credentials to President Dole the day the 
vessel left. His intended address had al- 
ready been submitted to the president in 
order to enabie’him to prepare his reply. 
Its contents are kept stiictly secret. Mr. 
Willis's special communication to the pro- 
Visioual government would follow later, 
possibly in time to be reported by the mail 
of the 11th. ‘The governiment party is con- 
fident that the Washington policy to 
muintain a white man’s government with 
no possibility. of reviving the native monh- 
archy. The royalists betray great depres- 
sion, but in circulating among the native 
populace they boast that the queen is to 
be immediately restored by Mr. Willis. 

A Oipher Message from Lonolulu. 

Washington, November 13.—The state de- 
pariment today received a communication 
from Hondoluiu, telegraphed from San I’ran- 
CISCO. It arrived by the steamer China 
early this morning. It is written in the 
navy department cipher. Iexperts were 
set to work upon the dispatch in the after- 
noon and labored over it for several hours. 
After securing the substance of this official 
communication, Secretary Gresham took a 
copy of it out to Woodley for a conference 
over the matter with President Cleveland. 
Nothing was given out from the state de- 
partment during the afternoon as to the 
substunce of the dispatch. 

the Matter Di-cassed. 

I’. ¥°. Hasting, secretary of the Hawaiian 
legation, was shown the Associated 
Press dispatch from San Francisco contain- 
ing the news of Minister Willis’s arrival 
in Honolulu and his appointment to pre- 
sent hie credentials to President Dole. 
This news was obviously a great relef 
ito the mind of the members of the lega- 
tion. They declined to talk about the mat- 
ter as usual, but the satisfaction expressed 
at the presentation by Minister Willis of 
his credentials to President Dole suggest- 
that they might have feared that the 
mninisier would be found to have been ac- 
credited to the queen. 

The pan of the Hawatian representa- 
tives evidently is to stand rigidly on the 
rights they have acquired by the recognition 
of tibeir goverument. Minister Tuurston 
touched the marrow of their hopes when 
he sahl yesterday, in Clricago, that any 
aitempt to overturn the present government 
by a foreign power would be an act 
war. An act of war requires the consent 

declaration of @ougress. Congress will. 
undoubtedly, take up the subject of Hawaii 
jm some way immediately upon assembling 
in December. The fight, it said, will 
be made on the administration policy, on 
this line, that it tas declared war without 
the consent of congress, and has therein 
done an unlawful act. What effect uit would 
have on this proposed policy. if the present 
government should peacefully vield to the 
persuasions of the American minister, is 
also discussed. The question involved. is 
whether so peaceful i proceeding could be 
regarded an of war. It argued 
that it would be an act of aggression on ca 
foreign power, none the less because the 
power peacefully vielded to the threat of 
such an overwhelmingly superior force. 

It still remains an unanswered problem 
to those of diplomatic experience howgthe 
American minister accredited to the 
Hawaiian government can immediately, 
upon presenting his credentials, set about 
to destroy that government. This gives 
rise many surmises, such as that the 
real policy to be pursued by the state de- 
partment has not hitherto been announced 
at all, but that Secretary Gresham's re- 
port to the president Was simply designed 
to give opportunity to sound public senti- 
ment ov the subject. It not at ali 
.probable that this is trne, but it shows the 
policy of the Gresham report is considered 
a@s entirely extraordinary, and ineredulity 
and speculations cluster about it. There 
is a shrewd surmise in Washington that 
the restoration of Queen Lilinokalanj to 
the throne must be followed by the-entire 
withdrawal of the influence ef the United 
Siates; but th: if, With the work of the last 
administration once undone, a proteciorate 
may be esablished over the mouarchy. 

One clear and certain result of the 
ent incident would seem that annexation 
wil never be proffered to the United 
States by the Hawaiians aguin. If there

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T0 INCREASE THE GOLD RESERVE. 


Pian of the New York Reaks to Keep the Re- 
serve atthe Lecal Limits. 

Washington, November 15.—A plan has 
just been perfected whereby the gold 
serve of the treasury may be increased to 
its legal limit of $100,000,000. This 
be accomplished by means of an under 
ataading with the banks of New York, 
whereby they are to increase the proportion 
of gold in their deposits with the New York 
subtreasury te cover the certified checks 
that are made by importers in payment of 
customs duties. It is the system now in 
vorue for the ‘banks to keep special de- 
posits at the subtreasury for this use, and 
heretofore the gold has not averaged more 
than 1 per cent. The buik of payments are 
made in tre notes. As the deficit in 
the gold reserve now only $15,000,000, 
and ‘the ‘iated banks of New York have 
on hand fully $90,000,000, it is thought 
that this 6cheme, which is a resvfit of the 
recent visit of the secretary to New York, 
Will be carried through. 

None of the officials of the treasury de- 
partment are willing to discuss the reports 
that the gold reserve is to be strengthened 
by the assistance of the New York banks, 
whieh, it is said, will release ‘their gold to 
make payments for customs dues. This 
reticence to talking applied aJso to Secre- 
tary Carlisle. who, when shown the pub- 
lished stutements on the subject, salad he 
had nothing to make public, but intunated 
if the New York bankers saw fit to discuss 
the mavier it was their privilege to 
Such an arrangement as that contemplated 
the offici say could be entered upon by 
Mr. Jordan. the assistant treasurer, al 
New York, who would not necessarily feel 
it obligatory on himself to communicate 
the fact ‘to the treasury department. 

There are reasons for believing that it is 
very probable that Mr. Jordan has entered 
into some such arrangement as that men- 
tioned by nig the gold reserve is to be 
increased and kept, if possible, to a higher 
figure than timt at which it bas stood for 
Svine time past. Phere was a decrease in 
the reserve today of over a million dollars, 
as commared with Saturday. The currency 
balance, however, is almost a willion oa 
a half dollars wer.

“Judge Blatchford,” he said, “‘arose to 
the bighest of professional honors by un- 
ewervilngly treading the beaten path of the 
law and by a regwarly graduated as@nt 
from a country lawyer to a circuit judge, 
and thence to the supreme bench of the 
United States court.” ;

exhibit. The design prepared by = Wt. 
Ganudens for the official medals is now here, 
but the contract for manufacturing the 
medals has not yet been awarded, and it is 
still even uncertain whether the work may 
vot be done by the United States mint. 
The plan of the treasury officials, which 
very detailed and contemplates medals of 
elegant workmanship, would require. four 
or five months, it would necessitate the 
stamping of some of the medals four 
five hundred times.’ But « cheaper process 
of mantfacture has been suggested whie’) 
wold make it possible to turn out the 
25.000 medals in a few weeks. his does 
not meet with much favor. however, ani. 
unleas the indignant exhihitors bring the 
mutter to the attention of congress. it is 
not likely the medals will be ready before 
next summer. The treasury department 
senuggests that the delay is attributable to 
Mr. J. Bayd Thatcher. or the designer, 
who should have furnished the design 
months ago, in order that the manufacturer 
might have begun at a much earlier date.

duly and improperly to influence the jury, 
and for that, immediately thereafter, when 
reprimanded by ‘tthe eourt for such econ- 
duct and language, he used language mor. 
violent, and further and mc@> in contempt, 
and tending and = intending to intimidate 
and jhterfere with the lawful authority of 
the judiciary.” 

Hili was further ordered to answer the 
charges at the afternvon session. Mr. Hil’ 
answer was presented, saying that, laboring 
under excitement, he did hastily make the 
remark about the judge running over the 
jury, but had immediately his 
regret, and, further, that he was angered 
exceedingly by the judge’s offensive remark 
that his action was a trick. He declared 
that he had no thought of intimidating the 
judge or defying his authority. In addition 
to this, General Luke Wright, Mr. Hili’s 
associate in defense of Mr. Porterfield, 
made a brief statement emphasizing the 
fact that Mr. Hill spoke under excitement 
and without premeditation. 

The judges retired to their chamber, 
turning after a few minutes. Judea 
then announced the saying that 
nothing more unfortunate had occurred 
he had been on the bench.

TERRIBLE STORMS IN JAPAN ” 


Hundreds of Persons Killed and 

Damage Done to Preperty. 
Cal., November 13,—Ad- 
Yokohama state that a severe 
storm swept over the southern part of Ja- 
pan October 1Sth, lasting several days. 
In Okayama, where the tlood wrought the 
most destruction, 124 persons are known to 
have perished, and 100 more are missing, 
while 144 houses were washed away, 
bridges destroyed and a great number of 
horses and cattle killed. ‘rom other 
points 448 persons are reported killed. Be- 
sides 479 ships and boats were wrecked and 
great damage done to farming lands. Mul- 
titudes are receiving aid from the locai 
government.

Mr. Stapleton, of Sumter, was given con- 
sent to withdraw his bill to establish a city 
court in Sumter county. 

The house then considered the bill of Mr. 
West, of Hancock, to amend the code so as 
change the embezzlement by any county 
treasurer of the public funds from a mis- 
demeanor to a telony and fixing the penalty. 
at from five to twenty years in prison. 
The committee amended by reducing the 
iminimam penalty from five to two years, 
A 
yote was then taken and the bill passed. 

Next on the calendar was the bill of Mr. 
Lewis, of Milton, fixing the time of resi- 
dence of applicants for divotce. The com- 
mittee recommended a substitute, making 
the time of residence in the state six, in- 
stead of twelve months. This was adopted. 

"Mr. Lewis explained that the purpose of 
his bill was to repeal the old clause, mak- 
ing «a six months’ residence in the county 
necessary. Considerable discussion fol- 
lowed, and Mr. King, of Fulton, introduced 
an amendment changing the time of state 
residence back from six to twelve months, 
as originally pnt. It was discovered that 
this amendment contained some technical 
errors and the bill was tabled to give time 
to re-prepare it. 

The bill of Mr. Overstreet, of Screven, to 
amend? the law relative to a year’s support 
set aside from crops and exempt from at- 
tachment was next read. The bid provides 
that rent or purchase money due for land 
shall be guperior to the exemption. It 
was put to vote and passed. 

The next bill read was that of Mr. Flem- 
ing, providing that defendants in criminal 
eases in the Richmond city court shall not 
have the right to deinand an indictment by 
the grand jury. 

Mr. Fleming explained that this bill was 
merely to correct an abuse in the constant 
practice of prisoners charged with petty 
offenses in demanding indictment for the 
purpose of delay. He stated that the law 
did not require an indictment for misde- 
menanor and the present system put the 
county fo an enormous expense.

The Committees on Finance and Legis- 
lation Convene Last Night. 


THE QUESTION IS DISCUSSED FULLY 


And It Is the Sense of the Joint Session 
That the City Treasury Should Be 
Eliminated from City Politics. 


Shall the city clerk, the city marshal, 
the city treasurer and the other officers be 
elected by the people or by the general 
council? 

That question was discussed at length 
last night in the mayor's office by mem- 
bers of the finance committee, by Mayor 
Goodwin, by members of the council com- 
mittee on legislation and by Hon. James 
I’, O'Neill, owe of Iulton’s representatives 
in the legislature. 

The discussion was productive of the 
views of each menrber of the two commit- 
tees, but in nothing but the ex- 
pression of opinion and the appointment 
of a subcommittee, which was entrusted 
with the duty of preparing a plan whereby 
the city treasury should be taken out of 
city politics. 

At the last mecting of the general council 
two or three resolutions were introduced 
looking ‘to the removal of the city treasury 
from the political field, and all of them 
were referred to the committee on finance 
and the committee on legislation. Among 
the resolutions, in addition to the one Mr. 
Hill ingroduced, was one by Mr. Meador 
providing that, one month before the elec- 
tion of the city treasurer, bids should be 
received from banks having over $150,000 
of capital, and that, after the treasurer 
was elected at the July election, the treas- 
urer @ould place his money among tie 
banks giving the largest interest, not less 
than four of them being considered. This 
resolution was followed by one from Mr. 
Srockdell calling for the removal of the 
city treasury from city politics whoijly.

CRANK OR GENIUS ? 
Something About P. J. Oglesby, the Ameri- 
can in a Cuban Prison. 

P. J. Oglesby, the American whose im- 
prisunment in a Cuban fortress was told of 
in yesterday's Constitution, and may yet 
rise to the dignity of an international 
episode, lived for a year or two in Savan- 
nah just before leaving this country. 

Although he was, probably, the brightest 
all-round literary man in that city, his 
real capability was known to but very few, 
and what work he did was chiefly as a 
printer and a proof reader. He was a 
strange character, and one of the last of the 
Bohemians, and an exile to this day and 
date. He seemed to realize this and know 
that he was out of place; out of touch 
with the times, and incapable of holding his 
owh in practical modern journalism. It 
was this feeling that kept him out of the 
editorial room. 

He was extraordinarily sensitive, exceed- 
ingly shy, and had queer quixotia notions 
of literary ethics and journalistic propriety. 
Those who did not understand him were 
convinced that he was a first-class crank. 
but his intimates regarded him as a man of 
genius, Who only lacked a little. indefinable 
something to take ‘his proper place in the 
world. 

The writer Knew Oglesby pretty well, 
and found him a man of wide information 
and singularly original thought. He was 
capable of conversing intelligently on al- 
most any topic from the nebular hypothesis 
to centerboard yachts. In faet, he was a 
perfect walking encyclopedia, and was al- 
ways abe to supply correctly any name, 
@Ne or dats divt- dhe gixersified exigencies 
of uewspaper work happened to Gall 1@i% 


His range as a writer was #yually broad, } 


and he could grind out a forcible and 
polished editorial, a character sketch, a 
criticism of a book or play, or a bit of 
really Clever verse, with apparently equal 
readiness. The Book of Job he regarded 
as the greatest poem ever written, and he 
could repeat it from end to end; but, for 
that matter, he could do the game thing 
with whole seenes from Shakespeare and 
page after page of the greater writers. 
His memory was prodigous, astounding. 

At intervals he was subject to fits of 
depression, in which he would guit work, 
avoid everybody and brood in his room. 
These would last for weeks and reduce him 
to a state of pitiable dejection. He was 
in the throes of one of these black mods 
when the writer fast saw him, and he then 
announeed his intention of going to Cuba. 
“Tam as futile as the devil,” he said, “and 
TI am going to get out of the world. iim 
a total. abject, miserable failure, and fit 
for nothing but to cumber the stage.” 

Not the least remarkable thing about 
Ovlesby was his great personal beauty—if 
the term can be appt “i to a man. 

He had a_ perfectly ileal face of the 
romantic type. tinged with 9 melancholy 
that adit d tots refinement. He could have 
heen a lady killer of the firet water, had 
he so desired, but he was as indifferent to 
the sex as he was apparently to everything

To Start a Jerry MeAuley Mission 
in This City. 


WORK CF THE CONVENTION YESTERDAY 


ee 


The Florence Crittenton Home Discussed. 
The People’s Church of Brooklyn. 
The Programme for Today. 


The Barclay mission, on Marietta street, 
will fikely be modeled after the famous 
Jerry McAuley miasion in New York city. 

Such, at least, are the present indications, 
and a prominetit citizen of Atlanta has 
offered to give $500 a year to this end. 

The effort to make it a mission of this 
kind grows out of the Christian Workers’ 
convention and the presence in this city 
vf Mr. S. H. Hadley, the superintendent of 
the Jerry McAuley mission. 

Like the Jerry McAuley. 

Mr. Hadley is a consecrated and earnest 
worker, and among the first things he did 
after reaching Atlanta was to go dround 
to the Barclay mission. He was visrbly 
impressed with the work. and feit that 
Mr. Barclay bad accomplished a great 
undertaking. 

Thursday night, after the evening session 
of the convention, Mr. Barclay, accom- 
panied by Mr. Hadley, went out to the 
mission, where interesting services were 
held, and several were converted. Services 
at the mission have been held every night 
siuee the conveution opened, aud much 
good has been the result. 
~ At one of these meetings the proposition 
Was sproms do beer ts iInission open every 
nignt, and model it after the Jerry McAuley 
INISsion in New York. One 2&-ie best 
kuown citizens of Atlanta, whose name 
is Withhe.d for the present, then came to 
the front. He was struck with the feasi- 
bility and the need of such a plan, aad 
offered to give S500 a vear to the support 
of the mission if the plan was adopted. 

Mr. iladley luterviewed. 

Mr. Hadley was seen at the vwpera house 
yesterday afternoon in regard to the pro- 
posed idea of converting the Barclay mis- 
sion into a mission like that of the Jerry 
McAuley. 

“Yes,” said he, “I am strongly persnaded 
that a movement of this kind should be 
started without delay. As it is, the mission 
is only thrown open twice during 
the week, where meetings should be held 
every night. Satan has no off nights, and 
a mission should always be on the watch 
for the souls it may be able to bring into 
the kingdom of Christ. With the doors 
always open and a welcome light always 
streaming into the dark, hundreds of souls 
in Atlanta that are now weak and heavy 
laden wou'd be induced to cast their burden 
upon the Lord.” 

“Do you think that a mission 
kind could be successfully carried 
Atlanta?’ the question was asked. 

“T do. most assuredly. Atlanta is a large 
and growing city. She has many noble 
qualities, but sti there are many of her 
peopfe who are jost in trespasses and sin. 
There is no telling how many could be 
saved by such a mission every year.” 

“It would cost a great deal of money to 
run a mission like the Jerry McAuley, 
would it not?’ 

“Tt would cost something, of course, but 
money that is spent for Christ is never losi. 
Watchful attention would be needed and 
money to rin it. In the event a mission of 
this kind 4s started in Atianta, the money, 
I am sure, will be forthcoming. A weil- 
known vitizen has already agreed to give 
$500 a year, and there are plenty of 
Christians, I know, who will from 
$5 to $10 a month to keep up 6uch a mis- 
sion in this city. You may state, if you 
like, that any who feel interested in this 
work, and want to give, can send their 
names to ‘Mr. B. B.-Crew. I shall make 
an effort to start such a work before I 
leave for the north.” 

Mr. Hadley will, no doubt, have the 
support and sympathy of every Christian 
in Atlanta in his effort to start a Jerry 
MeAuley mission in Atlanta. 

Morning Session. 

After the devotional exercises yesterday 
morning, which were led by Rev. William 
Coulston, of Lvansville, Ind., the first 
speaker to address the convention, was 
Mrs. A. L. Prindle, of New York.. Mrs. 
Prindle the matron of the florence 
Crittenton home in that city, and her sub- 
ject the rescue of that imypwor- 
tant mission Her talk was full of interest 
and in a graphic manner she gave a full ac- 
eount of the institution’s noble work in 
behalf of fallen women. 

Mrs. C. kK. Coffin, of Brooklyn, N. a 
followed Mrs Vrindie with a gfiowlng «ac- 
count of another mission in that city. 

Rey. <r. , Nloore, of Washington, 
a colored delegate, was next jntro- 
duced and made a short talk io the conven- 
tion on the migsion work in which he was 
engaged. 

Kescue Missions of New York. 

The vext speaker introduced was Colonel 
H. WW. Hadiev, and his subject was “‘Res- 
ele Mission W TK. 

He deplored the failure of the convention 
te select his brother, Mr. 5S. H. Hadley, 
for this important discussion. “It was 
that brother,” said he with a tremor in 
his voice, “who years ago gave me my 
first drink, bit, thanks be to God, that 
sume brother has led se to the love of 
Christ.” 

Mr. Hadley said the rescue missions of 
New York kept apace with, und even 
ahead of the saloons. ‘ihey were wale at- 
tractive and inviting. Mottoes were dis- 
piayed ov the walls and songs that were 
caulewated to catch the ear were sung. 
Colonel Hadley thought that a missicn lke 
those in New York should be established in 
Atlanta and Kept open at all hours for 
the sake of a wretched and fallen tumanity. 

The talk of Colonel Hadley brought ou 
n xveneral discussion. Lklis idea was to lo- 
cate it on Decatur street, but his brother, 
Mr. S. Hl. Iladley, was in favor of making 
the Barclay mission on Marietta street one 
of this kind. A local minister said if such 
A Mission Was stared he waited to give the 
first $25. Mr. W. S. Withers, of the Sal- 
vation Army, arose and stated that Atlanta 
necded a rescue mission for the members of 
the city council. Mr. Tiirkeild, of the col- 
ored university, was in favor of a rescue 
mission in Atlanta. 

Helping Hand. Mission. 

Mich., 
wWext addressed the convention on the 
“Helping Hand Mission’ of that city.

wards died. He entered into the work 
aml loved it because it was a mission with 
which his father had been connected. Men 
were taught to be self-reliant and_ self- 
restraining. The mission had accomplished 
a great work in leading men to Christ and 
making them better men in every respect. 

Rev. Frank Joseph, the colored mission- 
ary, Was one of the speakers to address 
the convention on the subject of his work 
in the jails. He was listened to with close 
attention. 

A duet “We are Going Home to Glory” 
was sung by Mr. and Mrs. Lamb. 

At the close of the session a number of 
questions were asked. Among the number 
a delegate asked if a home had been 
started for colored girls. 

To this question Mr. Crittenton, who was 
present, replied that such a home had 
been starte 1. 

In reply to another qnestion Mr. Grant 
C. Fuller spoke of a mission work in Wash- 
ington city among the colored people where 
a vast amount of good had been accom- 
plished. 

A number of the delegates, by special 
invitation, at the close of the service went 
out to Clark university. 

Afternoon sSesaton. 

In the absence of Mr. EFiijah P. Brown, 
of Indianapolis, Ind-, yesterday afternoon 
the devotiona! exercises were conducted by 
Miss Bertha Wright, of Ottawa, Can. 

A large gathering was on hand and the 
erowd even filled the upper balconies of the 
building. 

After singing a short anthem Colonel H. 
H. Hadley led in a_ brief, but fervent, 
prayer. He prayed that sectioualism might 
be destroyed and that Christianity might 
rule in the hearts of all men; that the feel- 
ings of the* south and the feelings of the 
north might become, through Jesus Christ, 
the feelings of a common country. 

Miss Wright made a spirited and earnest 
talk and was distinctly heard in every part 
of the assembly. Her talk was concluded 
with an earnest prayer. 

A request was made at this point for 
Colonel] Hadley to sing “I’m Going Back 
to Jesus,” to the tune of Dixie. The re- 
quest met with a prompet response from Col- 
onel Hadjey and the song was given, much 
to the delight of the congregation, who 
chimed in the chorus. The song was fol- 
lowed 25 a praver for (God's spirit a8) dwell 
in the hearts OL meu aud women who were 
not wicked, in the common idea of that 
word, but who knew nothiig. Of the fove of 
God. 

A Goape) for the Poor. 

Rev. Charles Herald, of Brooklyn, N. ¥., 
then discuoursed on the Bethesda Peoples 
mission. He made an apology tor reading 
his address by stating that ne feared the 
enthusiasm of his subject might betray him 
into a& Waste of tune. bile had never read 
more than two addresses before and hoped 
the corivention would pardon bis necessity. 
‘The last time he read his sermon he had 
much to say about the city council of Brook- 
Ivn- Several inen waited on the outside 
of the chureh to do him bodily ‘harm, but 
one of the prominent elders of the eburch 
Wis mmstaken fur the preacher and Mr. 

lerald escaped uninjured. 

Mr. Herald stated that he had given up 
evangelistic work to start a People’s church 
in Brooklyn. Brooklyn was a beautiful city 
but unhappily a wicked one. It was under 
the control of a boss and a ring and was not 
as ou city given to the worship of God. 
In New York and Brooklyn, continued the 
speaker, the power of Satan is daily be- 
coming stronger and stronger, and the in- 
fluence of the church weaker and weaker 
amoug the poor. It is the duty of Chris- 
ianity to look after those who are not 
able to build churches and the gospel should 
be preached to them, if expensive taberna- 
cles have to suffer. Mr. Herald stated that 
he had been connected with the People's 
church of Brooklyn for five years. At the 
time of assuming his pastorate the church 
Was rather small. It was now one of the 
largest church organizations in the country, 
with a Sabbath schod of 1,000 scholars. 
It comprises a temperance organization 
and a Christian Endeavor Society. The 
ehureh Was conducted after the plan of Mr. 
Moody, with whom Mr. Herald labored for 
a nulber of years. 

The first essential of the People’s church 
is to have it plain and simple. The common 
people do not want a grand eathedral, but 
a modest and unpretentious place of wor- 
ship. The pastor of the church sheuld be 
plain and outspoken. He should know the 
hearts of the people and should speak in 
the simple languae of their home fife. Such 
au preacher was Christ and his knowledge 
Of human nature was the secret of his own 
power. He should be heaven-called and 
heaven-fitted., and shonld mingle in love, 
simplicity, snd purity of life, with the peo- 
ple of his congregation. 

A church of this kind ean be easily made 
self-sustaining, not on a grand seale but 
modestly and usefully. A consecrated man 
of God could be secured, without expense, 
and sacred music that would lift to God the 
humble praises of the sanctuary. In this 
hineteenth century, in the days of 
Christ, the working people need the gospel 
and they are willing to follow in the foot: 
steps of the Master, if they are properly 
taugit and guided. They may not -be able 
to conjugate the verb “to be.” but 
they knaw what it to love and to feel 
the blessed and saving influence of Him 
who died for the redemption of the word. 
Oh, for more of these churches for the poor 
that the humble might be lifted. and the glo- 
ry of the Lord advanced. The address of 
Mr. Herald provoked a nimber of ques- 
Hons In regard to his work in Brooklyn. 

Mr. Torrey stated that he had been an 
elder in a People’s church and the weekly 
collections — were sufficient to make the 
church seif-sustaining, 
: A voluntary prayer was then offered by 
one of the delegates for the promotion of 
Mr. Werald’s work in Brookly.2 

At this point an affering was taken 
while Mr. George C. Stebbins 
sang « beautiful air in concert. 

Work Amone the Parisians. 

Mrs. De Broen, of Paris, France. was 
the next speaker. She was presented to 
the convention by Rey. Mr. Scott, of Can- 
uda, who referred to the Christiaf labors 
of this consecrated woman, Two sisters 
of Mr. Scott had left this country as mis- 
slonaries to a distant land. One of them 
had returned, to sleep in her native soil, 
while ‘the other was still laboring in the 
cause of her Redeemer. He felt a sym- 
pathy for the noble women of Israel who 
devoted themselves to the cause of the 
gospel. Then stepping wp to the side of 
Miss De Broen he offered a bequtifi} prayer 
that her words might have the power of the 
holy spirit. 

In a convulsive manner, which indicated 
the state of her feelings, Mrs. De Broen 
began her talk.

Mrs. De Broen had labored among the 
I‘rencb communists for nearly twenty-three 
years. She had no intention at first of 
engaging in the field, but she became enam- 
ored of the work. She bheseeched her 
hearers in the convention when they eame 
to France not to come with empty nocket- 
books but to come with money to promote 
the preaching of the gospel. It was need- 
ed in that country, where so many were 
Without the knowledge and the fear of God. 
Medica} missions had been established 
among the poor of France, as that was the 
most effective wav of reaching them. By 
giving them medicine and nursing them 
back into life the gospel was able to strike 
reot in their hearts. The great need of 
the cause was more money and more pray- 
ers in its hehalf. Mrs. De Broen. in rently 
to a question, stated that her residenee in 
the city was at Major Livingston Mims, on 
Peachtree.

Last Night's Session. 


After a beautiful praise service the de- 
votional exercises at the opera house last 
night were conducted by Rey. M. B. Wil-

ist. 
Rey. J. ©. Collings delivered an excellent 
talk on *’The Executives Functions Il 
Christian Work,” which was followed_ by 
a strong and spirited address from Mr. 
Torrey on “;vangelical Work in Theaters. 

The opera house was crowded to the ut- 
most aapacity and hundreds were turned 
away to the overflow meeting at the First 
Presbyterian church. 

Industrial Home, of Posten. 

One of the most interesting publications 
which has ever appeared in Atianta, and 
which is now going the rounds of the con- 
vention, is a little book entitled “Ways 
and Means,” by Mr. T. D. Roberts, of 
3oston, Mass. 

This little book, which is prefaced with 
an introduction by that great and good 
man, Dr. A. J. Gordon, of Boston, con- 
tuins not only a graphic account of the au- 
thor’s life, but a full and interesting de- 
scription of the Boston Industrial home, 
which is one of the most active and remark- 
able institutions of the kind in the coun- 
try. 
The prominent part which Mr. Roberts 
has taken in the Christian Workers’ con- 
vention has brought this little book to the 
front in such a way that almost the entire 
local supply has been exhausted. 

This splendid industrial institution, which 
is the pioneer of all similar movements 
which have been started and successfully 
prosecuted in this country, was founded 
only a few years ago. It began, as it were, 
in a dry goods box, the onginal tenement 
being only a plain and humble affair, but 
through the blessing of God and the skill- 
ful management of the superintendent, 
the institution has now property to the 
assessed valuation of $50,000. The aim 
of the school is to train up men, first of 
all to be Christians and then to educate 
them in the direction of their aptitude or 
inclinations, 

To take, as it were, a flash-light view of 
the home, on a certain night last year 
there Were housed under the root, 
the representatives of nine dif- 
ferent countries, 1” the following order: 
American, 82; Canada and the provinets, 
2: English, 11: Seotch, 1; Irish, 10; Den- 
mark, 1: Greek, 1: African, 1: Sweedish, 
1. Among the number nearly every pro- 
fession and employment was represente I. 
These men are here surrounded by Chiris- 
tian influences and while they are led to 
forget the temptations of the world, they 
are taught to be more skillful in the earn- 
ine of their respective livelihoods. Tf the 
histitution is grand in its conception it 
is magnificent in its reality. 

In speaking of the home and its work, 
Mr. Roberts has this to say in his report: 
“Hlow many touching scenes have I wit- 
nessed where an aged mother or a widow 
lois brought her lending bin to the 
place of refuge where he might be guarded 
against the enemy of strong drink, 

“LT was walking on the common one after- 
noon when a man, having his arm im 4a 
sling approached me to inquire about some- 
thing. IL asked him what the matter was, 
and after a little conversation with him, 
he frankly eonfessed that he had been 
on a spree and had broken. his arm. His 
money was gll spent and he felt that life 
Was not worth living. I directed him to 
the home and afterwards sent him to the 
hospi gal. After his arm was perfectly 
well he returned to the home and admitted 
that on the afternoon he met me he was on 
his Way to the Charles river 
to commit suicide. ‘This young 
man became a Christiun. Afterwards in 
South America, where he chanced to enter 
a meeting, he found that among those who 
arose to give their Christian experience 
no less than five of them had _ been in- 
mates of the imdustrial home in which he 
himself had found the way of salva- 
tion.” 

The home is certainly a saving institution 
and embodies the most benevolent and prac- 
tical charity known at the present day; 
that of building men wp in a secular way 
to carry on their daily pursuits, while at the 
same time it leads them to the foot of the 
cross, where the fullness of redeeming love 
is found. 

Mr. Roberts was born in England about 
forty-four years ago. He came to Ameri- 
-a in 1872. and for quite a while he led 
a wild and dissipated life. He finally came 
to a halt, however, and found the door of 
hope that opened into the court of salvation. 
He had since labored for the upbuilding of 
the Master’s kingdom, and his highest am- 
bition was to be a good and faithful ser- 
y 
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rant. 

In 18SS8 Mr. Roberts was called to the 
superintendency of the Boston home. While 
impersonating Santa Claus, and affording 
entertainment for the little children of the 
mission school, his clothing became ignited 
from a candle and he came within an ace 
of losing his life. Nothing but the prayers 
of God's people saved him from a painful 
and premature death. As the superinten- 
dent of the home, Mr. Roberts with the 
help of his noble wife, as matron, has ae- 
complished a glorious work, and one whith 
has crowned him already in the waiting for 
a grander and higher coronation. 

Men Who Have Been Reformed. 

The convention is largely made up of men 
who have been reformed, and the story of 
their reclamation and the influences which 
led them to abandon their @d ways is in- 
teresting. 

It is much regretted, on account of the 
good that might be accomplished by such a 
narrative, that all of the cuses of this kind 
cannot be eited. 

One of the most prominent members of 
the convention, who belongs to this cate- 
gory of reformed drunkards, is Cononel H. 
H,. Hadley, the superintendent of St. Bar- 
tholomew's mission, New York. 

Colonel Hadley Was 4 
soldier during he late war, and 
served in the union army first 
as a private, then as a captain, and finally 
as a lieutenant colonel. The temptation of 
the army, however, seized upon him, and 
he becume a slave to the habit of strong 
drink. After the war he became a mer- 
chant, as that was the first thing to which 
he could turn his hand. He afterwards 
became a lawver and the editor of a daily 
paper in the city of New York. The habit 
of drink, however, grew apace and he soon 
realized that he was a_ victim § in 
very truth. 

But here is the story in Colonel Hadley's 
own language: “On the 26th of July, 1886, 
at midnight. I entered a saloon on 
the corner of Third avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Seventieth street and. with a 
lawyer, who was also n heavy 
drinker, had six brandy cocktails. 

had been drinking terribly all day, but 
it seemed if every drink made me 
strangely sober. ! feared I would drop 
dead. The lawyer and I grasped hands 
and took a solemn oath that we would never 
touch another drop. I meant it, but had 
often meant it before. The lawyer drank 
again within a week and was buried last 
year. On the 28th I again went ont to 
try the hopeless and oft repeated task of 
living without strong drink. My business 
took me down town, and on my way back in 
the evening, trembling in every nerve, with 
a thirst no man ean describe. IT concluded 
to call at the MeAuley mission, at 316 
Water street, and see my brother, who was 
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as 


superintendent. himse¥f a saved drunkard, 


for | never failed to get sympathy at such 
times from him and also from my wife. 
He was delighted to see me and persuaded 
me to remain to the meeting. As I sat 
there listening to the testimonies I thought 
of how true he had been. for more than 
three vears then, and what a_ hopeless 
drunkard he usel to be: then a Seotch 
printer arose and told how he had been 
suved from the very gutter, and, pointing 
to» his well-lressed happy wife and little 
xirl, said they had been compelled to leave 
him, but now were restored, all because he 
had accepted Christ as his savior. All at 
once it occurred to me that possibly IT might 
saved toe I were to stop trying to 


es 
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do ail myself, and follow Jesus and trust 
im. And | determined right then to test 
His power and jleve. I stood up and told 


| the condition I was in, and then coming 


forward with all my sin, I fell down on 
my knees at the bench in front, with a lot 
of other poor wretches and cried to God 
with all my heart for mercy and forgive- 
ness.” 

That night Colonel Hadley was gloriously 
converted, and ever since that time he has 
been a useful and active Christian worker. 
He is one of the most brilliant and conse- 
crated members of the convention, and is 
now the superintendent of St. Barthow- 
inew’s mission in New York. 

Mr. 8S. H. Hadley, the younger brother 
of Colonel Hadley, was also a drunkard 
and a man of the world, and was converted 
at the famous Jerry McAuley mission, of 
which he is now the superintendent. 

Mr. John K. Roak, of Philadelphia, is 
another reformed drunkard. He is now 
an active worker and a prominent business 
man of the City of Brotheryy Leve. 

Mr. C. H. Bernard, who was at one time 
a hard drinker, was algo brought to himself 
in the Jerry McAuley mission, where Colo- 
nel Hadley was converted. Mr. Bernard 
is a thoroughly consecrated man and a 
Christian worker of unremitting zeal and 
fidelity. 

Major George A. Hilton, of California, 
who preached one of the ablest sermons at 
the Christian church, last Sunday, ever 
heard in this city, and who is one of the 
most distinguished evangelists of this coun- 
try, was converted about eighteen years ago 
in Washington city. He had led a way- 
ward life, due largely to the spirit excited by 
his military operations, but after his con- 
version he became a diigent and thoughtful 
worker, and has been a great power in the 
spread and diffusion of Christianity. 

A number of other examples might be 
cited, for the convention is full of just such 
cases, but for the present purpose these are 
deemed sufficient.
